Figure 3 and the Circumference” thereof hath in this 
"our Age been more curiouſly than hcretotore inquired 
into, and found by the Concordant Obſervations of 
& the Gentlemen of the Royal Academy of Paris, and of 
our worthy Countryman Mr. Noxward, to be very near. 
On 2 2” © 25000: Engliſh Statute Miles , and conſequently its 
Diameter 7958 Miles: The greatcr part_of this vaſt Globe is covered with 
Water, which we call the Sca, out of which'the Land riſes with very flow

We mult obſerve that there are greater and fſcr Circles, and that the for- 
mer divide the World info two equaſparts, and the lattcr into two partsalſo, 
but unequal. All theſe Circles ſeverally are divided into three hundred and 
threeſcore parts, which axe called Degrees. 

There are four greater Circles, -to wit, the EquinoGal, the Zodiach, the - 
Horizon and the Meridian, and as many lefſer, to wit, the Tropicks of 
Cancer and Capricorn, and the two Polar Circles, the _—_— Antartick. | 

The EquinoGial Curcle is fo called, becauſe when the Sun enters it, the 
days and nights are.of an equal length 3 it-is.alſo called che Equator, becauſe it 
divides the World:into two equal parts. Seamen call-it only the Line. For 
the right undertianding of this Gircle, we mult know that the Heavens ſeem 
to move upon'two points, called Poles, the one bearing the name of Arzich, 
and the other of Antartichs in a middle difiance from: which, Poles this-Circle 
is imagined-to. be : the ule of. it in Geography, is to, divide the Earth into. 
two-parts,, the one Northern, towards the Pole. Artich, and' the'other Sous 
thern towards the other-oppalite, Pole. The. Latitude of places is reckoned 
from the EquinoGial where it:begins, towards the Poles wherein itf ends; and- 
chis ſpace contains nincty- Degxees. Latitude 15 either Northexn:towardsche 
Pole Artick,, ox Southern.towards the: Autartick. * Bf 

The Zogiack, is the Suns High- way, . and.chis Circle cuts:the-Bywrinedtizk in»: 
to two equa] parts, from-which its. greateſt diſtance. is but twenty three De- 
grees arid an halt; it only ſhews-what places of theEarth-may: bave.the Sun: 
perpendicular, and more properly belongs to the Heavens than the Earch.. 

Horizon is as much as'to ſay, boundary, becauſe that Circle limits our. fight. 
and. divides the. Heavens and the Earth into two parts, which are called He- 
miſpheres, the one. whereof we ſee, but cannot the other, . There is. a.right 
Hariz2n, a Polar or Parallc). one, and an oblique one 3 thoſe places that lye 
under the; Equator, have a sight, Horizen, . and are in the.right Sphere.z thoſe: 
that axe under cither of the Poles have the Para)lel Sphere : and all others pla»- 
ces havc;an oblique Horizax, and arc in an oblique Sphere. This Cirde.ſhews 
the.Rifgng and. Setting.ot the Stars, and the tour. principal Quarters of the 
World, which are Eaſt, Weſt,, South and North 3 che Eaſt is. on the ſide of 
the Riſing Sun. the Welt is where the;Sun Sets the North is cowards.the 
Pale Arik and the South towards: the 4ntartick Theſe four Quarters are. 
very. neccflary for diſtinguiſhing the limits of Regions,as will appearthrough- 
out this who'e Treatilſe,, From thence come the four principal winds, alt 
which the Horizon ſheweth 3. but it is not: marked on Maps, but onlyon: the. 
outlide.of Globes and Sphcres.. | 

Meridiax. lignifies Mid-day Circle, becauſe. when-the Sun. is.come to it; 
' It is Noon. in that place whereof it: 1s the. Mcridian:3 for! over every: 

Part of the Earth there is a Meridian, fo that the number 6f thele Circles is 
almoſt. 
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called-the,great or firfi Meridian, or the Geographers Meridian. The Anci- 
ents choſe the Meridian of the Canaries , which they knew by-the name of 
the fortunate INands; and ſome Moderns make uſe of it ill in their Maps: 
Others have pitched upon the Meridian of the Iſles Azores, or. Welitern 
Iſlands, which lie to the Weſt of Europe. From this firſt Meridian the Longi- 
tude of places is reckoned from Wetito Eaſt through the three hundred and 
Gxty Degrees of the -Equino@ial, which is the circuit of the whole Earth 
whereas Latitude ts only reckoned to ninety Degrees, which makebut a fourth 
part thereof. 

The Tropicks are ſo called from a Greek Word Troprye, which ſignifies 
. -curning, becauſe when theSun'is come'to ane'of theſe Circles, he returns a- 
gain towards the EquinoQial. | 

The Tropick of Cancer is towards'the Pole Ariick, and that of Capricors 
towards the Axtartich, and both-carry the names of the Signs of the Zodiack 
through which they pals; each of them is diftantfrom the Fquinodial, three 
and twenty Degrees and a half, which is the greateſt difiance of the Sun 
from that Circle. 

The Polar 'Circles go round the Poles, from which they borrow their 
Kames, and axe difiant eachtrom his Pole twenty three Degrees and a half. 


Of the Zones. © 


TT" HE four kſſer Circles 'whereof we'have been fpeaking , divide the 
World into five parts, called Zones, that is to ſay, -Beks or Girdles, 
becauſe they begird the whole Globe. One of them is Torrid, two are tem- 
perate, and twocold : The Torrid Zone is comprehended between the two 
Tropicks, and the people that inhabit it are called Amphiſcians, that is, ſuch 
as have their ſhadows both ways. To all places of this. Zoe the Sun comes 
perpendicular twice in a year, and therefore ſome of the Ancients believed 
| this Zone inhabitable, by xeaſon of too much cheat 3 but we 'ktiow it to be 


other ways tow a-days. ta a | 

The Northern temperate Zone is between the Tropick of Caxcer and the 
Artich Polar Circle : The Southern termperate Zone is between the Tropick of 
Capricorn, and the Axtartick Polar Circle. The Inhabitants of theſe Zones 
are termed Heeroſcians, that is, ſuch as have theirſhadow but one way. 

The Frigid Zones are within the Polar Circles, the Northern within the 
Ariich, and the Southern within the Autartich ; -the'people of thoſe two Zones 
are called Periſcians, (ignifying that they have ſhadows round them on all 
ſides, To all places in theſe:Zaver the Sun in Surnmer never (ets for ſome days, 
and in the Winter he neverriſcs for as longtime. 

The Inhabitants of the World are diſtinguiſhed after another manner , ac- 
cording to the different Seituation they have to one another; as into Antips- 
des, Antacians and Perigcians. The firſt are wholly oppoſite, and when it 
it is Noon with us, wich our Antipodes. it 1s vidnight, and they have Win- 
ter when we have Summer. Our Antecians have Noon and Mid-night when 
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we have them; but Winter for our Summer. And our Periacians have the 
ſame ſcafons that we have, but the hours quite contrary 3 for when we have 
Noon.it is: Mid-night with them. 


Of C limates. 


A Climateis a ſpace of the Earth contained between two Circles. Betwixe 
- the beginning and end of a Climate, in the length of the longeſt day 
of Surnrmcr there is half an hours difference. For the clearer underſtanding 
of this, it is to be obſerved that Countries under the Equinoctial have all the 
year round twelve hours day and twelve hours night 3 but as places recede 
and arc diſtant trom the Equator, they become more and more unequal, and 
the days in Summer are longer than the nights. This incquallity is marked 
by the Climats 3 ſo that when on either ſide of the EquinoQtial we find a place 
where the long<fi day of Summer is of twelve hours and a half, that is the 
fiitt Climate, and ſo ſucceſſively till we come to the Polar Circle, where the 
longeſt day. of Summer extends to twenty four hours : For beyond that Cir- 
cle, the days encreaſe by whole days and months, until ye.come to the Pole 
under which the whole year makes but one day. and one night,fix months long 
: a piece. Climats take their names from the famous places through which they 
i als.

Ocean is that vaſt body of Water which environs the Continents, and is 
likewiſe called the Sea. ; | 

 Gulph is an Arm of that Ocean ranning in between Lands. The Latins 

call it Sinus, and ſometimes it has the name of Sea. 

Bay is likewiſe an Arm of the Ocean, but whoſe entrance is much wider 
than that of a Gulf. a. 048 | 

Port is a ſmall part of Sea ſo hemb'd in by the Land, that Ships may there 
lie in ſafety. | 

Harbour is the ſame thing almoſt. . : | 

Streight or Frith is commonly taken for a Channel that joyns one Sea to 
another, or a Gulf to the Ocean 3 there is alſo a Streight or Neck of Land, 
which, as we have ſaid, is called an [thmus. 

Banck is a heap of Sand in the Sea, which-puts Veſſels in danger. 

A Shelf is much the ſame, on which, and on hidden Rocks near the Sur- 
face of the Water Ships may ſplit and be caſt away. 

Archipelago is a part of the Sea, where many Iſlands are.

The Diviſion of the Earth and Sea. 


H E moft common Diviſion of the Earth is into four parts; which are 
© Emurope, Afia, Africs and America : the three firſt are comprehended in 
one Continent, and is our old World; and the other makes an Iſland of it 
ſelf, called the new World, becauſe it hath not been diſcovered but ſince the 
Year one thouſand four hundred and ninety two: it is likewiſe called the Weſt- 
Ladies in diſtin&ion from the Eaft- Indies whichiare in 4fi2. | 

Some Geographers divide the Earth into fix parts, adding to: the four 
which we have named, the. Artick towards the Pole'that gives it its name, 


and the Antartick towards the South Pole: this is called Terra Auſtralis incogni- 


tay or the Southern Land undiſcovered, and is thought to make a Continent 
aSbig as Europe, Afiaand 4fricas Ot theſe two laft we (hall ſpeak at the end 
of. this Treatile.. | | 

Exrope has Afia on the Eaſt ſeparated from it by theſe limits, the Egean - 


_ Seaor Archipelago, the Streights of the Dardanelli, the'Sea of Marmara, the 


Streights of Conſtantinople, the Black -Sea, the Streights of Caffa, the Seca 
dellz Zabache, the River Tanais anda Line drawn from its molt Eattern Bank 
to the North Sea : it hath the ſame Ocean on the North, the Azlantick P 
ou:the Wcit, and the Strcights of Gibraltar.and Mediterranean Sea that divides 
it from Africa, on the South. From Weſt co Eaſt, that is,. from Cape 


Ste Vinceut, in Spain, to Conſtantinople, it contains ſeven hundred ſeventy five 
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Freuch Leagues 3 and from South-to North, that is, from.Cape:Malee:in Mo- 
rea to the Northern Cape of the Loplanders, eight hundred and'twenty'five 


Leagues. | © oh | 
Afiahas to the Weſt the fame bounds that divide it from Europe, and the 


RedSea, with the Streights of Suez, that divide it from A4freca 3 onthe South 
the Indiau Ocean, the Occan of China onthe Ealt, and on the North, ithe'Sea 
of Tartary, called More Glaciale. From Eaſt to Weſt it contams&nin hun- 
dred and fifty Leagues, from the Archipelago to the Ocean of China; and 
from South to North a chouſand five hundred and fifty, reckoning from Ms- 
Lacca to the Sea of Tartary. | 

Africa has on the North the Mediterraucax'Sea, on the Eaft the, Red Sea, 
with the fbmw-of Swee; that divide it from 4fia, and the Indian Ocean: Oa 
the South the Ethiopian Sea, which with the Atlautick Ocean is likewiſe to 
the Weſt of it, From Weſt to Eaft, that is, from Cape Blazk,, to the Cape 
of Guardafny, it contains a thouſand fix hundred and fifty Leagues: and 
from South to North, that is, from the Cape of Good H pe, to the Medizer- 
raxnean Sea, a thouſand fix hundred and ſeventy. It is on all fides encom- 
paſſed with the Sea, except thatnarrow track of Land between the Red Sea 
and Mediterranean, which is not above thirty Leagues in Length : fo that it 
1s a perfeA Peninſula. @.. 

Americs hath the North Sea to the Eaſt, the South Sea to the Weſt, to the 
South the Streights of Magellan, which divide it from the Terra del fuego, 
and to the North unknown Lands or Seas. It is divided into two great Pe- 
ninſulaes, by the narrow Thſimiy of Paxama, which: is but eighteen Leagues 
over :. From South to North, that is, from the' Streights of 'Magellay to the 
Northern Ocean, it contains three thouſand and fifty Leagues z and from 
Weſt to Eaſt, towards Mexico, two thouſand nine hundred. 

The Terra Amftralis, and that of the North, are {o little known to us, that 
their limits and extent cannot as yet be deligned. 

Having taken a view of the Earth, let us now caſt our eyes on the Sea, 
which takes divers names according to the parts of the World whercit is, or 
' the Countries it watheth, That which encompaſles Continents is called the 
Ocean; and this likewiſe hath different appellations, as en the Welt of £u- 
rope, and part of Africa, it is called the Weſtern or 4:lantick Ocean z towards 
the Cape of Good Hope, the Ethiopick Ocean 3 to the Ealt of Africa, the In- 
dian Sea; to the Eaſt of Afis, the Eaftern Ocean, or Sea of China; to the 
North of Af, the Sea of Tartary, andon the ſame fide, and towards Exvope, 
Mare Glaciale or the Frozen Ocean z, to the Eaft of America, the North Sea, 
and to the Weſt, the South. Theſe are the general denominations of the Sea, 
but it hath alſo particular names from the Countreys that lie ncar to it. 

Thechief Gulfs or Bays of the Ocean are the Mediterranean Sca, which lies 
betwixt Emrope, Africa and Afia the RedSea, betwixt Africa and Afia 3 the 
Gult of Perfia, and that of Bexgals,. in the Exft- Iudies 3 the Baltick Sea cn- 
compaſled by Germany, Sweden and Denmark; the Gulf of Mexico, and that 
of St. Laurence, in America« £ 
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Theſe Gulfs-arc joyned' to the Ocean by Streights; the Mediterranean Sca 
by-the Streights of Gibraltar the Red Sea by that of Babel-maniel; the Per- 
| fan Sea by the Strerglts'of Bafſors, otherwiſe off Ormiesy, The Gulfs, or 
rather Bays of Bengals, Mexico and'St. Lawrence have no: Streights, becauſe 
their mouth orentry is very"large.

The Mediterramean Sex hath ſorne noted Bays that well deferve tobe menti- 
oned. Brtwixt 1taly and Dalmatia is the Gulf of Venice, called in antient 
times the' Adriatick, Sea, In'Greece is the: Gulf of Leparto , heretofore! of 
Corinth, And in Macedonia that of Salonica, formerly of Theffatonics. 

Between the BgeauSea, now called the Arebipelago, and' the Propontis'os 
Sea of Marmora,: there 1s a! Streight heretofore called the Helleſpon, and at 
preſent the Streights of Gattipeti,, ortheDardanels, and'St. Georges Channel 3 
between the Sea of Marmora and the black Sea, formerly called the Exxi# 
Sea, isthe Boſpborny of Thrace, which is now adays called the Channel of the 
Black Seay or Streights of Eonflantnople,, becauſe that fatnous City 'is ſeated - 
there z betwixtthe Black Sea'and the Palns Mentides , at preſent called the Sea 
delle Zabache, is the Streights of Caffa, heretofore named the Cimmerian'Biſ- 

borus. 
, Betwixt the Ifland of Ewubea, at preſent Negropont, and Greece, there is # 
narrow paſſage of Sea; by the Ancients called' ExripM,” who heave affirmed 
that it cbbed and flowed ſeven times a day.

| Betwcen Califurnia and new Mexico, there is a Gut of Sea, or Streights, 
which is called the Vermeillian Sea , and was taken for a Bay before that Cali-' 
furtia was dilcovered to be an Iſland. 
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We muſt not omit a Sea that is ſeparated from all others, and which indeed 
is but a Lake of a vali extent, and that is the Caſpian Sea, called at preſent the 
Sea of Bachs or Kilan. The Ancients imagined it to have been a Bay or Gulf 
of the North Sea, but it is now known to be on all fides encompaſſed with 
Land ; it hath Perſia to the South, and Tartary to the North of it: In ſome 
Relations it is reckoned to be eight hundred Leagues in Circumference. 

Let us now give a hint of the greateſt Rivers in the World, beginning with 
thoſe that fall inco the Ocean, on all fides of our Continent or old World, 

In Earope are the River Tagus, the Garronne, the Loyre, the Seix, the 
Scheld. the Khine and the Elbe. 

In Afia the Oby, the yellow and blue Rivers, Ganges and Indus. 

In Africa, Cuama, the River de Spiritu Sando, the Zaire, and the Niger. 

In America the Rivers of St. L aureuce, Oranoque, the Amazons, and Rio 
de Ia Plata. | | 

Into the Mediterranean Sea on the (ide of Europe, fall the Ebre, the Rhoſne, 
and the Tiberz into the Gult of Venice, the Po; into the Exxix Sea the Da- 
1ube, and the Boryſthenes, now called Nieper, and the River Taxais runs into 
the Palus Meotis. | 

Oa the African Shore the Mediterranean receives no famous River but the 
Nile. : 

In A4(ia, Eupbrates and Tygris havivg mingled their ſfireams fall into the 
Perfian Galt, afd the Volga into the Caſpian.

We ſhall not ſpeak of the chief Lakes till we come to deſcribe the particu- 
lar Regions wherein they are : 

But we will here ſubjoyn the moſi noted Mountains of the World, 
ſuch as in Exrope are, the Pyrenees, the Alps and Appenine-Hills, In Afia, 
Taurns, Caucaſus and Imaws; in Africa, Atlas and the Mountains of the 
Moon: and in America the Cordilleras or Andes. The Iſlands we ſhall deſcribe 
as we come to the ſeveral parts of the Earth near to which they lie. 

Thus, Reader, you have a general deſcription of the whole Earth, and 
Seas that environs it, or fall into its bolom. We mult now deſcend to a more 
particular Deſcription; and ſhall begin with that of Exrope. |

Europe. 
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UROPE, whereof we havealready mentioned the limits, is the ſmalleſt, 
but molt conſiderable for Learning and Arts of the four parts of the 
| World: it comprehends the following Kingdoms and Regions. Spain,

its Biſhoprick which was transferred thither by Pope Pax the third, in the 
Reign of Frencis the firft, the Year one thouſand five hundred and thirty fix. 
The other Towns of Laxgaedoc, arc Narbonne, an ancient Roman Colony, as 
well as Niſmes, which by its ſtately Antiquities fill ſhews what was heretofore 
the ſplendor of that place : There is an Amphitheatre, the moſt entire of any 
that'is to be (een of that kind in:the World; a Reyal Palace, and ſome other 
magnificent Reliques of the Roman Age.

The Apennine Hills ſtretch along the whole length of it; and it is divided 
ito ſeycraltates under the Dominion of- divers Princes: The Pope pores | 
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the Eccleſiaſtick State , in which are the Campania of Rome, the Patrimony 
of St. Peter, the Dutchies of Spoleto, Urbin and Ferrara the Mark of Ancona, 
Komania and the Bouloguois : and in the Kingdom of Naples, the Dutchy of 
Benevent. The King of Spain poſlcſſes the Kingdom of Naples, the Dutchy 
of Milan, and ſome places on the fide of Tuſcany, with the Marquiſat of Fi- 
nal, on the Fronticrs of Genoa, The Duke of Florence is Malter of the grea- 
teft part of Tuſcany. The Duke of Savoy holds Piemont, the Marxquilat of 
Saluces, and the County of Nice. The Duke of Parma, the Dutchies of 
Parma and Placentia, and the Dutchy of Caſtro. The Duke of Mantra, the 
Dutchy of Mant#a and Monrferrat. The Duke of Modens, the Dutchies of 
of Medena and Regio. The Prince of Meſſ# the Principality that gives him 
the Title. The Prince of Mirandola,the Principality of the tame name, The 
Biſhop of Trent is Prince of his own Biſhoprick : it contains four Repub. 
licks, two that are great, to wit, of Venice and Genoa, and two leſſer, of 
Lices and St. Marin. The Republick of Venice poſſeſſes part of Iftriz, (the 
reſt belonging to the Houſe of Auſtria) Frioti, the Mark Treviſane, i! Dogado, 
the Pado#ax, the Yeroneſe, the Vicentin, the Breſian, and the Bergamaske. The 
Republick of Genoe poſſcſſes that which is called Riviera di Genoa that of 
Lucca but little, and that of St. Mariz leſs. We are now to take a vicw of

The Riviera de Genoa, wherein are the Metropolis of Genoa, \ which is 
called in Italian, La Sxperba, the Stately, and is one of the moſt beautiful 
Towns in [taly,)) Savena, Albengsa, and {ome others. 

Tuſcany is ſeparated from the Riviera de Genoa by La Macra ; it reaches to 

the Carnpania of Rowe on the Eaſt, and has that Sea which carries its name 
on the South, and the Apenuines on the North. The Duke of Floreace who 
takes the Title of great Dukeof Twſcany, is Maſter of the greatelt part of it. 
The chict Towns in his Tcrritonies are Florexce, the Capital City, Piſa, Siena, 
Volterra, Piſtoia, and Legory, a Sea-Port Town. The (mall State of the Re- 
publick of Lxccz, the Principality of Mafſ#, and the Stato delli Prefidi, in 
which are the Towns Orbitello, Porta Hereole, and Piombino, that belong to 
- the Ring of Spain, are in 7vſcany3 as allo the Dutchy of Caſtro, which be- 
longs to the Duke of Parma, having a Town of the ſarne name, and the Pa- 
trimony of St Peter, wherein are Viter o, Montefiaſcone, and ſome others ; 
Aquapendente, Peruga near a Lake that bears its name. Orvieta and Civita Vec- 
chi, a fajr Port where the Pope keeps his Gallies, are likewiſe in Tuſcany. 

Fnhe Campania of Rome, in ancient times called Latixm, hath to the Eaſt 
La T erra & Lavoro of the Kingdom of Naples, to the South, the Sea, to the 
Welt Tuſcany, from which it is (cparated by the Tibre,. and to the North A- 

bruzz7\ its Capital City is Rome, ſo famous that none can compare with it 3 
heretofore it gave Laws to the whole World almoſt, and at preſent extends 
; its 
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its power farther than ever, ſeeing the Popes exerciſe their Authority in Ame- 
rics, where the Conſuls and Emperors of Rome were never known ; There 
are many prints of its ancient (plendor ſtill extant, as the Pantheon, which 
gocs by the name of Sants Maria Rotenda, the Pillars of Trajan and Antonin, 
Amphitheaters, Baths, Aqueduds, and many other ſtately remains of An- 
tiquity, which by their Ruins publiſh the Roman Magniticence and Grandeur : 
it ttands upon the Tiber, at the mouth of which River is the Town of Oftia. 
The other Towns of the Campania of Rome, are Tivoli, formerly Tybar, 
where are excellent Waters, Avagnza, Paleſtrine, which is the ancient Preveſte, 
Veletri, heretofore Pelitre, where Augultus was born, Terracine, and (ome 
others. 

$ The Kingdom of Naples is bounded on the Welt, by the State of the 
's Church, _ on all other fides by the Sea 3 to wit, the Sea of Tuſcany on the

The Dutchies of Parma, Placentia, Modens and Regio, have their Capital 
Cities of the ſame names, 

The Dutchy of Mantza hath likewiſea City of the ſame name, built in the 
middle of a Lake on the River Mince. | 

Theſe Dutchies that we have now named, lie in that part of 1:2ly which 
the Romany called Galliz Ciſalpina, becauſe the Gaules were plantcd there, 
and that as to them it was on this fide of the Alpes 3 it was afterwards called 
Lombardy, trom the Lombards that Conquered it, which name it fill retains: 
it is on the South ſhut up by the Apennine Hills,the Alpes on the North and 
Welt, and by the Gulf of Venice and the River Piſaura, or Fogliz, on the Eilt. 
A great part of the Venetian State lies in that Region, as Cremaa ſtrong 
Town, Bergamo with its Territory, and Freſſe, or Breſcia, wirh its Depen- 
dances. 

The Dutchy of Spolero, and that of St. Urbin, which belongs to the Holy 
See, have each of thema Capital Town of the ſame name, and are Situated 
upon the Apexnine Mountains in the Center of Italy. In the firſt is the Town 
ot Aſiſe, where St. Francis was born within the {ccond is encloſed the little 
Republick of St, Marin, under the ProteQtion of the Pope. 

The chief Rivers of Jtaly that fall into the Mediterranean, are the Var, 
which runs through the County of Nice, and divides it from Provence 3 the 
Magra, which divides Liguria, called Riviera di Gensz, from Tuſcany 3 the 
Arne, that paſſes by Florence and Piſa; the Tiber, that runs by Rome, and 
is augmented by Teveroxe and Chiara 3 the Gartgliano, heretofore Liris, and 
the Vulturno. 

Into the Gulf of Venice fall, Lofanto, Peſcara, and Tronto, which arc in the 
Kingdom of Naples z the Foglia, that is is in the Mark of Ancona. 

Rubicon, at preſent, Piſatello, that heretofore divided Gallia Ciſalpina from 
the Weſt of Italy. 

The Po, which is the greateſt River of Þaly, andriſes in Mount Viſo, one 
of the Alpes it paſſes by Turin, and through the Dutchy of Milan, goes into 
the Lands of Mantua, and Ferrara, and from thence into the Gulf 6f Fenice ; 
having (wallowed up in its paſſage the Doria, the Teziz, the Ada, the Oplis, 
the Migce, the Taxer, and (everal other Rivers.

The Ifle of Elbe is near the Shoar of Tyſcany ; it hath a Town called Cof- 
mopolis, and a Mountain of Loadſtone: it belongs partly to the great Duke 
of Tuſcany, and partly to the King of Spain. | 

Corſica is over againli the Riviera of Genoa, and belongs to that Republick z 
its chief Town is La Baſtia, and beſt Port that of St. Boniface. 

Sardinia is divided from Corfica by an Arm of the Sea; it lies to the South 
of Corſica, and belongsto the King of Spain: the chick Town of it is Calart, 
and the others are Oriſtagna, Safſari and Algers. 

Near to Naples is the Iſle of Tſchia, with a Fort of the ſame name, and 
Caprea, famous for the Reſidence of Tiberius, is likewiſe there. 

Sicily is the greatcRt Iſland of the Mediterranean, it is diſ-joyned from Traly, 
(to which it is thought to have been anciently united,) by a narrow Branch 
of the Sea, called the Fare of Meſſma; the chief Towns of it are Palermo, its 
Capital,the Refidence of the Viceroy, Meſſina, Trepano, Girgenti, Syracuſa, and 
Catanea, near to which is the famous Mount Atxa that vomiteth out fire, 
called at preſent Mount Gibello: this Iſland belongs to the King of Spain. 

Thelfles of Lipare are not far from this, Come of which caſt out Fire. 

In the Gulf of Yenice, and near to Mount Gargay, are the Iſles of Diome- 
des, at preſent of SanGa Maria del Trinita. 

The Mountains of Tzaly are'the Alpes that limit it, and the Apennixe Hills 
that run through it. Not far from Naples is Mount Veſuvius, which hath 
often caſt out Fire, but not at preſent, it is now called Moxte di Sommo, and 
produces excellent Wine. In Apxlia is Mount Gargen, now di Saxto Angelo. 

There is no Religion but the Roman Catholick profefſed in 7/zaly : and the 
leaſt Towns of it are Biſhopricks.

E cauſe they lie between it and France. They have Germany to the Eaſt 
'and North, the Ocean to the Weſt, and France to the South, They are di- 
vided into ſeventeen Provinces, to wit, four Dutchies, ſeven Counties, five 
Signiories or Lordſhips, and the Marquiſat of the holy Empire. The. 


Dutchies are Brabant, the Capital of which is Bruſſels, the Refidence of the 


Governours of the Low- Conntries for the King of Spain 3 its other Towns 
are Louvain, Antwerp,” Beiſledwe, and many others. 

The Datchy of Limbourg, which hath a Capitalof the ſame name. 

The Dutchy of Laxembourg which hath its principal Town of the ſame 
name alſo : its other conſiderable Towns are &rlon, Thionville, Daxvilliers 
and Montmedy. | 

The Dutchy of Gmeldres that hath a Town likewiſeof the ſame name, and 
Nimeguen a place of importance. 

»* The County of Flanders hath Gbent for its Capital ; the other conſiderable 
Towns arc Brnges, Ipre, Courtray, and (upon the Sea) Slaſe, Newport, Oftend, 
Duukirk and Graveline z which twolaſt belong to the Crown of Fraxce. 

- The County of Artois hath Arras for Capital, belonging likewiſe to France, 
the other Towns are Beaupanme, Bethune, and St. Omer, taken in the late 
Wars by the French. | | 

The County of Hzinault has Mons for Capital, Valeacienyes, Bouchain, 
Mariembourg and Landrecy. 

The County of Namur hath its Capital of the ſame name, Boxwvines and 
Charlemont. 


The County of Zurphen hath its chief Town of the ſame namealſo: it is. 


comprehended under the Dutchy of Gueldres. 

+ The County of Holland hathwvery fair Cities, as Amſterdamits chief, Har- 
lem, Leyden, Dort, Roterdam, and leveral others. The Hague is but a Town, 
yet there the Aſſembly of the States, and Court of the Prince of Orange are 
kept. 

The County of Zealand is compoſed of ſeveral Iles, made by the branches 
of the Eſcaut, or Scheld ; the chict is the Iſle of Falkeren , in which are the 
Towns of Middleburg and Fluſhing. 

The Marquiſat of the Holy Empire is no more but the City and Terricory 
of Autwerp, comprehended under Brubaxt. 

The Signiory or Province of Malines contains likewiſe only the Town of 
the ſame name, with its Territory incloſed within Brabant. | 
- The Signiory or Province of Utrecht hath a large and beautiful Town of 
the ſame name, and beſides Rhenen, Amersfort, Montfort and JWik at Dnerſtede.

.The Signiory or Province of Over Iſſel is fo called, becauſe in reſpe&t of 
the other Provinces of the Low-Comntries , it ison the other (14e of the 7/7, 
which is a branch of the Khixe, and is by the Latins called Tranſiſalana: its 
Towns are Deventer, Swoll, Campen, Stecuwick, Cowerden, and Oldenzeel. 

The Signiory or Province of J/*ſt-Friefland hath theſe remarkable Towns, 
Lewarden, Dockum, Franiker, Staveren, and Harlingen: 

The Signiory or Province of Groxingen, hath the Town which gives it its 
name, and another ſmall Town called Dam. | 

- The Low-Comuntries are watercd with pleaſant Rivers, which are the Secbeld, 
the Mexſe, and the Rhine; the Scheld hath its Source in Picardy, paſſes by Va- 
. denciennes, Tonrnay, Ghent and Antwerp; and having embraced the Iſles of 
Zealand, and received the ſupplies of the Lys, the Lzexe, the Dender, the Ru- 

pel, and (ome other Rivers, it falls into the Ocean. 

The Menſe cometh from the Mount of Vauge in the Dioceſs of Langrer, 
paſſes by Charlemont, Bouvines, Namur, Maeſtricht, Grave, and joyning with the 
I/2hal, one of the Branches of the Rhine, it receives the Sambre and ſome 
other Rivers. 

We ſhall ſpeak of the Rhine when we treat of Germany. 

The nincteen Provinces, or Low-Countries,: falling to the Crown of Spain 
by Mary, Heireſs of the Houſe of Burgundy, ſome of them Revolted, and - 
erced themſelves into a Commonwealth, by the name of the States of the 
United Provinces, commonly called the States of Hollaxd : they are compo- 
fed of Holland, Zealand, Utrecht, Over-Iſſel, Weſt- Friefland, Groningen, Guel- 
dres, and Zutphen- The Aſſembly of the States General is held at the Hagae, 
and fince their ſettlement, the Princes of Orange have been the Generals of 
their Armies. Calvins Reformation is the Religion publickly eftabliſhed. z 
but the Cathbolick, Lutheran, Anabaptift, Sociuian, and many other Religions: 
are tolerated there, X S 

The French in the late Wars Conquered many conſiderable places of the 
Spaniſh Netherlands, ſome of which have been made over to that Crown, by 
the Spaniard, in the laſt Treaty of Peace concluded at Nimegnen 3 lo that the 
Spaniſh Intereſt in theſe Provinces is at preſent much impaired and weakened.. 

Before we proceed further, it is to be obſerved, that the Cambreſes and Bi- 
ſhoprick of Liege arc incloſed within the Low Conntries. 4 

The Cambreſis lies betweeh Artois and Hainault , and hath Picardy.to the 
South : the City of Cambray that gives it the name is a ſpacious and fair 
Town, belonging now to the Frezch Ring. 

The Biſhoprick of Leige hath tothe Nerth and Weſt Brabant, Luxemburg 
on the South, and Limbourg on the Eaſt. The City of Leige is very fatr and: 
ſpacious, lying on the Menſe 3 the Biſhop of it is Soveraign Prince of all his 
Dioce(s, which comprehends the Dutchy of Boxillon, the Towns of Maſeykand 
Tongres, With the Burrough of Spa, famous for its Medicinal Waters,

The Danwbe riſeth in the Dutchy of Witemberg, paſſeth through Swabia, 
Bavaria, Auſtria, Hungary, Servia, Bulgaria, and by ſeveral mouths it dif- 
charges it (elf into the Black Sea after that it hath watered VIme, Ratiboune, 
Vienna, and received in a great many other Rivers, the chief whereof are 
the Fun, the Drave, the Save and the Tibiſque. 

here are but {1x Archbiſhops in Germany, to wit, the three EleQors of 
Atayence, Cologne and Treves; the Archbiſhops of Magdebourg, Breme and 
Saltzbourg , there are in Germany, free and Imperial Cities, and the Hans 
Fowns for Commerce : the States of the Empire, which are called Dicts, 
meet alually at Rat#sbonue.

EL Ilirium, and lince Sclavonia, from the Selavonians that (ſeated themſelves 
there : it comprchendcd belides, Croatia, Stiria, Carinthia, Carniola, and many 
other Provinces bordering on the Danube and Adriatick Sca, 

Dalmatia hath to the Well Jtria, to the North Croatia, to the Eaſt Albania, 
and to the South the Galt of Venice : the moſt remarkable Towns of it are 
Zara, Sebenieo, Spalatro, which belong to the Venetians, and Rapuza which 
is taken for the ancient Epidaprus, and is a {mall Republick, Tributary to 
the Turk. 

The Capital City of Croatia is Gradiſchia: of Boſnia, Belgrade. 

Servia hath Semandria,and Bulgaria, Sophia: tor its Capital theſe two Pro- 
vinces are the ancicnt Mafia: 

Romania, heretofore called Thrace, hath Conſtantinople for its Metropolis : 
it was anciently called Bizantiumy and was the Scat of the Grecian Emperors, 
as it is at preſent of the Ottoman : it is Situated on the Boſphorus of Thrace, 
called now the Channel of the Black Sea, and'is one of the fairelt and largeſt 
Cities in the World. The ſtately remains of the Church of St. Sophia, built 
by Fuſtinian, and now convetted into a Moſque, are to be ſeen there; with 
the Seraglio, which is the Palace of the Grand Scignior, and one of the faireſt 
in the World. The other Cities of that Country are Adrianople, Philippopoli, 
Philippi, Trajanopoli, Gallipoli, and Se(tos on the Helleſpont, oppoſite to Abidos 
in Afia, where arc two Caſtles called the Dardanelh, whicI7 defend the paſſage 
to the Sea of ' Marmors and Conſtantinople. ©

Greece. 


NDER the name of Greece were anciently comprchended, Macedonia, 

Epirus, Theſſaly, Phocis, Beotia, Achaia, Peloponcſua, and ſome other 
Provinees which have now loſt both names and their limits; they arc cn- 
vironcd by the Egean Sca or Archipelago on the Eaſt, by the Cretan or Sca of 
Candy on the South, by the Ionian and Adriatick Scas on the Weſt, and Meſiz 
on the North. 

The chief Towns of Macedonia, arc Salonichs, heretofore Theſſaloxica, Pella 
famous for the birth of Alexander, and Stagira for that of Ariſtatle. Mount 
Athos, now.called Monte-Santo, and the River $1rimon arc in this Province. 

Croia is the Capital of Albania, heretofore called Epirus 3 its other Towns 
arc Durazgn, La Vulowa and Scntari. | 

The Citics of Theſſaly are Lariſſa and Pharſaliz, whoſe Fields were dycd 
with the Roman blood in that famous Battel wherein Ceſar overcame Pompey 3 
there is the River Pexexs, and the Valley of Tempe, the Mounts Olympms, Offa 
and Pclion, ſo Celebrated in the Writings of the ancient Pocts. 

Phocis had in ancient times the City of Delphor, with the Temple of Apolls, 
renowned for its Oracle all the World over ; there you may ſec the Mount 
Parnaſſus, heretotore Sacred to the Muſes, and ſo Celebrated by the Pocts, 
now inhabited by nothing but ignorance and Barbariſm. 

Thebes was the Capital of Beotia, where Bacchus, Hercules and Pindsr were 
born. | 

Attica was the chick Province of 4chais,” and in it was Athens, the Nurſery 
of many great Mcn 3 it was the Relidence of the Learned and the Herocs : 
there remain in it now but ſome pitiful ruinous places, which are called Se- 
tines, Megara, Eleuſis, and ſome others. 


Pelipeneſus, called at preſenit Morea, is almoſt and iſland joyned to Achaia © 


by a Ncck oft Land, which was called the Ithmw of Corinth, from the adjoyn- 
ing City of that name : the other Towns were Mycene, Argos, Syctone, Piſa, 
(where the Olympick, Games were Celcbrated, and where that famous Statue 
of Jupiter Olympus liood, which was reckoned one of the ſeven wonders of 
the World. ) Sparta or Lacedemon, all Famous and Learned Citics, but now 
buricd under thcir own Ruins and Barbarity, as all Greece 1s, which though 
heretofore the School of the Liberal 4 ris and Sciences, is now plunged into 
an aby(s of ignorance, and groans under the Tyranny of the Turks. Thele 
follow the Religion of theiz Prophet Mahomer, and the Native Greeks that of 
the Greck Church.

15 Berghez, a much frequented Sca Port. 

Sconen lies to the South of Gothia 3 its Cities are Lunden an Archbiſhop- 
rick, and Ellebogen or Malmoe. 

The Capital City of the Ifle of Zealand is Copenhagen , which is alſo 
the Metropolis of all Deymark,, and the uſual Reſidence of their Kings, as 
Roskild is the place of their Burial, Betwixt this Iſland and Sconey is the fa- 
mous Streight of the Sound, which'is but a mile over 5 commanded by the 
Caſtle of Crenemberg on the fide of the Ifltand near Elſezor,and on the oppoſite 
fide in Sconen, by that of Elſenboxrg : here all Veſlcls are obliged to pay Toll 
to the King of Denmark, Near to this Streight is the Iſle of Ween or Hana, 


. whither the illuſtrious Tyeho-Brahe xetircd to make his Aſtronomical :Qbſer- 


vations. 
* Odenſee is the chick Town of the Ile of Fxinexr, between which and Zea- 
laxd is the other paſſage called the Bele, 

The other Iſles are Laland, Feneren, Fafter, Muen, and many more. 

The King of Denmark poſleffes allo Iſeland, and the Iles of Feroe, Situate 
between it and the North of Scotland. 

The Lwtheran is the only Religion permitted within the States of the King 
of Denmark. | 

The King of Sweden poſſeſſes Sweden, Gothia, Finland, Bothnia, Scricfinnia, 
and part of Lapland, with the Iflcs of Gozland and Ragen. 

The chick Towns of Szedland, are Stockbolm the Metropolis of the State 
and Reſidence of the Kings, built upon Piles like Venzce, in the Lake Miler : 
Upſale an Archbiſhoprick and Univerlity. 

Gothia is to the Southward of Sweden, properly ſo called 3 its moſt conſide- 
1able Towns are Northcopen and Calmar. 

Finland, whole Eaſtern part is likewile called Carelia, hes to the Eaſt of 
Sneden, divided from it by the Gulf of Bothxia, and hath the Finnick Gulf to 
the South, and Ryſſia to the Eaft; its more remarkable Towns are JVibourg 
and Raſenbourg. 

Bothnia lies North from Finland, and its chief Town is Torye. 

T apland belongs partly to the Muſcovite, and hath no Citics, but pitiful 
Villages ; it js the Country of the Laplanders, a Barbarous people, ſome of 
which are ſtill Idolaters, and obey partly the King of Sweden, and partly the 
great Duke of Mxſcovy. 

Gn wad embraced long ago the Lntheran Religion, which it profciles at 
this day. 

In the extremities of the North, are Fiymarchia or Scricfinnia, belonging 


partly tothe Crown of Swedland, and partly to that of Deumark: 


It is to be obſerved, that Norway, Sweden, Sconen, Gnhia, Finland, Lap- 
land, Bothnia, Scricfinuia, and Biarmia, lie in a Peninſula, called Scaydia, or 
Scaudinavia, onthe Weſt and North fides encompaſſed by the Occan, on the 
South by the Baltick, and on the Eaft by the Gulf Botmia.

HE Iites inthe Ocean which beiong to Exrope, are in the firſt place thoſe 

that are called Brizzfh Iſles : under which name are comprehended the 
Ifandof Grest Britain, Ireland, the Orcader, Hebrides, Angleſey. Man, and Il= | 
of Fights and on the Weſt of Nermandy are thoſe of Garzſey and Fermſey, * 
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all which are under the Dominion of the King of Great Britain, and compoſe 
one of the greateſt States in Ewrope. 

The Iſland of Great Britain, which comprehends the Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland, is one of the biggeſt Iſlands in the Ocean. 

The Kingdom of Englard is divided from Scotland that lies to the Noth, 
by the River of Tweed, and Cheviot Hills, and from Fraxce by a narrow Sea 
\ called the Channel; the chick Cities thereof are London on the Thames the 
Metropolis, York and Canterbury its two Archbiſhopricks ; Oxford and Cam- 
bridg two famous Univerlities, and ſeveral other great and populous Cities. 
The chief Rivers of Exglaud are the Thames, the Humber, and the Severne. 
This Kingdom is divided into fifty two Counties or Shires, reckoning the 
Pominion of Wales which lies to the Weſt thereof, from which the eldeſt 
Sons of the Kings of England have their Titles of Princes of IYales. - 

Scotland a Kingdom to the North of England hath Edinburgh for its Me- 
tropolis, St. Andrews and Glaſgow two Archbiſhopricks and Uaiverlities, and 
Aberdeen another Univexlity, with many other Towns of lets note: the Ri- 
vers of Scotland are not very conſiderable except for Fiſhing.

Before we leave Emrope, it is to be obſerved, that it is almoſt wholly under 
the Northern temperate Zone it hath ſome Regions indeed under the frozen 
Zone, which are part of Norway, Finmarchia, and the greateſt part of Lap- 
land, and ſome Lands of Moſcovy, towards the Streights of Iaigatz,. the 
Streights of Gibral/ter, and Cape Malapar in Morea, lie in the fix and thirtieth 
Degree of Latitude, and theſe are the moſt Southern parts of Rxrope : the 
North Cape lies in ſeventy two almoft,and is the nioft Northern place thereof.

Circaſſia. 

Anatolia of the Moderns, is the Leſſer Aſia of the Ancients ; it is on three 
ſides encompaſſed by Seas , on the North by the Black Sea , on the Weſt by 
the Propontzs and Archipelago, on the South by the Mediterranean ; and hath 
the River Euphrates op. the! Eaſt, It was hergtofore divided into 'T'wo and 
twenty Provinces, Pontus, Bithinia, Aſia Propper,the greater andlefler Phrygia, 
Troas, the greater and lefler My/ia , Eolia, Ionia, Caria, Doris, Lydia, Ly- 
cia, Papoiegar, Pifidia, Iſauria, Pamphilia, Cilicia, Lycaonia, Galatia and 
Cappadocia ; but at preſent their Names are loſt, their Bounds confounded, 
their Townsruined, and their Inhabitants heretofore ſo polite, are become 
barbarous. Nor do wecertainly know how the Turks divide and name them 
at preſent; ſo that we muſt reſt ſatisfied ro remark the Chief Towns that re- - 
main.

CHAP. 4 
EGYPT and the Regwonof BAR CA. 
E ſhall view the Countreys of Africa , that lie upon the Ocean, 
/ after that we have ſeen thoſe that are upon the Mediteraneay. 
Egypt, ſofamous both in Sacred and Prophane Hiſtory ; which 
ſpeak fo often of its Pharaoh's and Prolomies , hath on the Eaſt 
' the Iſthmrs of Suez, and the RedSea; on the North the Mediterranean, 
on the Weſt the Countrey of Barca , and on the South Nubia and” Erhi- 
opia. It hath not ſo many Towns at preſent, as it had heretofore. - The 
Metropolis of it 1s Caire, a very great City on the right Bank of the River 
of Nil. . On the other ſide of that River are to be ſeen thoſe famous Py- 
ramids, which were the Monuments of ſome Kings, and have beenrecko- 
ned amongſt the Seven Wonders of the World; and as in all probability 
they were the moſt ancienteſt of the Seven, fo *ris certain they are the _ 
only one remaining. Nile having waſhed Cazre, divides it felt into two 
Branches , which embrace the Countrey called Delta, from- the Greek 
Letter A, which it reſembles ; theſe two Branches produce others, which 
made ſeveral Mouths to that River, ſome of which are ſtopt up. The 
other Towns are Aſna, anciently Siene, towards the. Sourh Aheiendria R 
heretofore the Capital City under the Ptolomies, preſerves ſtill in jts ſtately 
Ruins, the Name of Alexander the Great, who: founded it : It lies upon 
the Sea, and near the place where the Phare ſtood, which was one of 
the Seven Wonders. Roſetta and Damieta , are alſo upon the Sea, at two 
other Mouths of the Nile. All: this fair Countrey is made wonderfully 
fruitful, by the over-flowing of the Nile, and is ſubject to the Turk: the 
Inhabitants are Mahumertans, but there are many Jews and ſome Chriſtians

as an ordinary Man one Glaſs. "They cover themſelves with Beaſts Skins, 
and carry Clubs, Bows and Arrows. They lay their Dead upon little 
Hills, and cover them with heaps of Stones, left Beaſts ſhould deyour 
them.

In a word , they are Barbarians, and for Strength and Bulk of Body, 
ſome what exceed our Europeans; burour lateſt Diſcoveries will not permit 
them to be Grants.
